should be a part of the study .of the 
primary street plan. The convenience 
and the effect of public buildings and 
small open spaces is largely lost with- 
out suitable approaches giving advan- 
tageous view points. 


The constantly increasing variety, 


size 
and 
number 
of 
underground 


structures in cities necessitates wide 
main thoroughfares for their accom- 
modation, as It does for the accom- 
modation of surface traffic. 
It is dif- 


ficult to realize the Vast network of 
pipes and .conduits that lie under, the 
streets. 
Such structures arc 
certain 
to increase in number, as new 
and 
large uses are found for them. 
The 
most important are the water pipes, 
sewers, sas pipes, electrical conduits, 
steam, and hot water pipes, pneumatic 
tubes, and refrigerating pipes. Sub- 
ways, galleries for pipes and conduits, 
and vaults under sidewalks will re- 
quire more and more consideration 
in future city planning..

practical city planning is to arrange 
a city so that its citizens can live and 
do business there with the maximum 
of comfort and the minimum of cost. 
No argument is necessary to convince 
even the most skeptical that a city 
which offers the- most comforts and 
conveniences from a living arid busi- 
ness standpoint, and at the same -tinip 
at a minimum of cost, is the city that 
is going to grow rapidly in population 
and wealth.

EXPENSE OF 


CITY PLANNING 


The expense of city plan- 


ning should largely be.borne 
by the improvements made 
over a period of years. Many 
people suppose that city plan- 
ning will involve a huge and 
extravagant 
o u t l a y 
for 


changes that are . aesthetic, 
rather than necessary and 
useful. T h i s misconception 
has done much harm. In city 
planning today, estimates are 
made with the aid of the most 
expert engineers of the prob- 
able cost of the necessary im- 
provements. 
, When a plan is perfected, 
provision is made for .the 
spending of the necessary 
money to carry out the plan 
economically and intelligently 
year by year. 
The cost is 


argely borne by intelligent 
methods of assessing better- 
ments. The saving to tax- 
payers is realized in prevent- 
ing so large a proportion of 
the annual budget being spent 
to patch up, repair, rebuild 
and correct the undertakings 
unwisely made or badly done, 
as 
too,, often has been the 


record in the past.
